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PROJECT WATER IN TEA POT 
DOME DISTRICT IS SEEN BY 
IRRIGATION SEASON OF 1960 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 23 — A supplemental supply of Central Val- 
ley Project water will be flowing into the Tea Pot Dome Water district 
by the irrigation season of 1960, it was predicted yesterday by Fred 


Strauss, engineer for the district. 

The statement came following a 
vote, Tuesday, within the district 
on the question of construction of 
a $1,800,000 distribution system 
financed with interest-free, fed- 
eral money, and on whether or not 
to enter into agreement for a 7,- 
500 acre-foot supply of water for 
the district. 

With individual voting rights 
determined on a basis of assessed 
valuation of” property, 216,980 
“yes’’ votes were recorded in the 
district against 5,000 ‘‘no’” votes. 
Well over 80 per cent of those 
eligible to vote cast their ballot. 

Today, in the office of Leroy 
McCormick, attorney for the dis- 
‘trict, in Visalia, a contract be- 
tween the district and the U.S. 
bureau of reclamation for con- 
struction of the distribution sys- 
tem will be signed; immediately 
after that bureau engineers will 
go to work on final design plans 
for the system. 

Under the presently anticipated 
work schedule, it is expected that 
actual construction contract will 
be awarded by bid about July 1, 
1959.

California’s public schools are 
no longer little, in the light of the 
old American phrase about ‘“‘the 
little red school house,’”’ but neith- 
er are they red, by color or by 
| politics. Our big problem with 
them is that we just don’t have 
enough to go around, yet still the 
number of school children keeps 
on growing. 

During the past ten years at 
least $214 billion has been spent 
in our state to build new public 
schools, most of it from bond is- 
sues passed by local school dis- 
tricts or the state, but still we are 
only about keeping up with the 
procession. When the first state 
bond issue for school construction 
was approved by voters ten years 


ago, about a quarter million 
youngsters were on ‘‘double ses- 
sion’’. Today, just about the same 


number are getting their educa- 
tion on half-time basis. 


The high cost of building new 
schools financed by bond issues 
is one of the stumbling blocks in 
the way of more rapid progress. 
Figured over the 20 year life of a 
bond issue, interest will run the 
cost of a new school up between 
20 and 30 percent. 

Getting public school building 
on a pay-as-you-go basis, and lev- 
eling out resources to pay for new 
classrooms all over the state are 
the principal purposes of a sug- 
gested law which is being inten- 
sively studied by a subcommittee 
of the Assembly interim commit- 
tee on education .ever since the 
1957 session adjourned. The ini-

The Pirates, with victories over 
Coalinga, Reedley and Hancock to 
their credit, now move into a 
tough three weekend stint with 
Taft, College of the Sequoias and 
Fresno City college as opponents 
on successive Saturdays. 

Kane, who formerly coached at 
Taft High school, rates Coach Bob 
Hoffman’s Cougars as a team to 
fear, even though they have drop- 
ped two of their three conference 
starts. Taft scored a 28-18 vic- 
tory over Hancock, then lost to 
Fresno by a 25-0 score and to 
Reedley in a 19-16 game last 
weekend. 

The Taft team is favored with 
a big and capable forward wall 
and hard-running backs, Kane has 
learned in scouting reports and the 
Cougars are expected to bounce 
back after theis loss to Reedley. 

Porterville had little trouble 
with under-manned but scrappy 
Hancock Saturday night at College 
Stadium. The Kane men set a new 
team offensive record of 636 yards 
gained in a single game. 

The Pirates gained a quick 12-0 
lead in the first quarter, then 
found themselves outplayed during 
most of the second period. until 
they put three quick touchdowns 
across just before the half for a 
33-0 lead. Kane used his reserves 
freely, but the Pirates scored three 
more touchdowns in the final two 
periods after giving up a Hancock 
score in the third quarter. 

Much of the Pirate yardage 
against Hancock came on long- 
gainers. Phil Simonelli went 51 
yards up the middle to score in the 
first quarter; Jerry Crawford ran 
85 yards on a quick opener for a 
second period touchdown, and 
Frank Severino scored from 55 
yards out on a pass and run Play, 
also in the first half.

Wilt Resistant 
Tomato Seed 
Available 
By Vincent H. Schweers 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, Oct. 23 — A wilt re- 
sistant tomato developed by the 
University of California is being 
released to growers for trial plant- 
ing. 

The new variety was produced 
by Dr. Paul Smith of the Vege- 
table Crop department at Davis 
and has been tested in Tulare 
county for several years ‘in co- 
operation with local growers. 

The Harliana F56, as it is nam- 
ed, will grow on old tomato soil 
infested with Fusarium wilt and 
will show no signs of wilting. 

The fruit is deeper and has thick- 
er crosswalls and smaller seed cav- 
ities and slightly tougher skin 
than other Earliana varieties. The 
thick crosswalls and small seed 
cavities make the fruit firm: 

Tomato growers would be wise 


{to obtain seed for a trial planting

so they can determine how the 
Earliana F56 will develop under 
the grower’s conditions. Any in- 
terested grower should write or 
call the Farm Advisors office, post 
office building, Visalia, and ask 
for the number of seeds wanted.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23 — 
With heavy losses from freeze 
damage in Florida and a short 
crop of oranges in. California, na- 
tional all-citrus production of ap- 
proximately 7.1 million tons for 
1957-58 is the smallest since 
1949-50. 

Of the total 1957-58 crop of or- 
anges and tangerines, 79 per cent 
of the total tonnage was grown in 
Florida, 18 per cent in California, 
and three per cent in Texas, Ari- 
zona and.Louisiana combined. 

About 80 per cent of the 1957- 
58 tonnage of grapefruit was 
grown in Florida, nine per cent in 
Texas, five per cent in California 
and six per cent in Arizona.

Our hunting area was just 15 
miles south of Hollister on the 
Cienega Shooting Preserve operat- 


led by J. Stanley Head of Paicines. 


This is a commercial. game bird 


jclub licensed under fish and game 
' department 


rules that permit a 
season in some areas from Septem- 
ber 1 to March 31 with a bag and 
possession limit of six pheasants, 
either sex. 

Game birds are either purchas- 
ed or raised by the operator and 
released on the area under the su- 
pervision of the fish and game de- 
partment. On the Cienega Pre- 
serve, being in what is legally 
classified as a non-habitat area, 
all birds released may be taken, 


that is if the hunters are capable 


and the birds don’t disappear. 


This particular ranch has a great 
deal of good natural habitat with 
plenty of water, feed and cover 
and the country surrounding the 
area is anything but inviting to 


pheasants so no doubt the big 
birds stay fairly close to home. 

The birds are released from time 
to time, not necessarily what we 
call under the gun, and are quite 
wild, exceptionally big, the cocks 
going about 3% pounds or so, 
have really long tails and provide 
hunting equal to any, with cinch 
limits.

Jordan charged that his oppon- 
ent ‘‘wears the collar of organized 
labor’, and the labor bosses have 
contributed: money from outside 
the district to insure his re-elec- 
tion. ‘‘I believe in union labor,” 
the Tulare County Counsel added, 
“and instead of being at the beck 
and call of the labor dictators, I 
will support legislation to encour- 
age clean, efficient, honest admin- 
istration of unions.”’ 

Jordan said he has been ham- 
pered in knowing his opponent’s 
position on many issues because 
the incumbent has refused to take 
a stand on many questions, or has 
vascillated as he did on the water 
bill. “I challenge him again,”’ 
Jordan said, ‘“‘to stand up and de- 
bate the issues with me. If the 
voters of these two counties are 
confused as to what the incumbent 
stands for, it’s his own fault be- 
cause he has repeatedly ducked 
and reversed himself.”
